Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose and fails to suggest a dialysis system or method of performing dialysis 
comprising a separate proportioning chamber, equalizing chamber that provides a 
variable buffer volume, and a balancing chamber, along with the other limitations and 
steps in the claims. The best prior art, US 4,136,708 to Cosentino and US 6,042,784 to 
Wamsiedler, disclose mixing chambers and balancing systems, but fail to disclose a 
separate equalizing chamber that provides a variable buffer volume of dialysis solution. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
